Indianapolis, March 3.^-The county 


option law will stand. 


By striking out the enacting'clause 


'the senate yesterday afternoon, by a 


vote of 26 to 23, defeated the Proctor- 
Tomlinson bill, the only repealing 
measure for which, the opponents of 
county option . had any hope. 
The 


senate then "clinched" the vote and 
the matter is past reconsideration. 


It was announced last night that 


an effort will be made -to pass the 
Kleckner bill, still pending in the 
house, which seeks to repeal the 
county unit law and enact the 'demo- 
cratic platform ward and township 
unit. 
- It.is now somewhat doubtful that 
"this bill will pass the house. If it 


does, however, it will only be put up 
to the senate democrats for the pur- 
pose of. allowing them to commit 
themselves on their platform meas- 
ure. 


Probably the most dramatic inci- 


dent of the long fight preceding the 
killing of the Proctor-Tomlinson bill 
was the speech of Senator Will R. 
Wood, of Lafayette, former law part- 
ner of ex-Governor Hanly, who de- 
nounced Hanly for his action in forc- 
ing the issue on county option before 
the recent election. He charged that 
this resulted in the election of a 
rtsmocratic governor and of a demo- 
cratic house of representatives, and 
that Jt also resulted in a reduced ma- 
jority in the senate. 


Wood's Vote Surprise of Day. 


The vote of Senator Wood for the 


killing of the bill was the surprise of 
the' day. While some of the more 
sanguine leaders of the anti-repealers 
hoped to see him in line with the re- 
publicans when they met for a final 
conference at the Claypool hotel Mon- 
day night, most of them had little 
hope that he would vote against the 
bill on second reading, although he 
had said repeatedly that he wonld 
never vote for it in the form in which 
it was pending .before the senate 
He had held out for a bill embracing 
certain features he desired ia a regu- 
lation law and they bad believed he 
would vote for the life of the bill with 
the purpose of offering amendments 
'.o meet his views.

The first .applause was, called forth 


by the' eloquent appeal, which Senator 
Durre,' of Evans ville, made for the 
further consideration of the bill. Klut- 
ler, though Durre was speaking on his 
side of the question,'asked that .'order 
be preserved, and President.Hall an- 
nounced that the visitors would be ex- 
cluded if such demonstrations were 
not sloped.' 


The next applause followed the an- 


nouncement" of the vote, and then Kist- 
ler jumped from his seat apparently 
greatly annoyed and called out, "Mr. 
President, I suggest that these hood- 
lums be instructed not to make such 
demonstrations." 


Fleming Turns "Indian." 


Following the defeat of the bill Sen- 


ator Fleming "turned 
Indian," de- 


manding the regular order, moving to 
adjourn, etc. He said that the senate 
had for two or three days been "play- 
ing horse," and that he proposed that 
t continue to do so. 


Senator Proctor declared that he 


and Fleming proposed to filibuster for 
he remainder of the session, meaning 
hey would take up as much time as 
they could and would delay the sen- 
ate all they could in retaliation for 
.he killing of the liquor bill. It was 
expected, however, that the demo- 
cratic leaders would do their best to 
sit down upon such a policy, many of 
them desiring that some laws be pass- 
ed.

The county unit law passed by the 


special session of the legislature in 
September will not be wiped from the 
statute books of Indiana by this gen- 
eral assembly. After having been the 
issue in some phase or another of a 
stubborn battle that began with the 
opening of the session tho attempt to 
repeal the option law has met its final 
quietus in the senate. This means 
that for at least two years the value 
of the law will be tested In operation, 
and In that period the people of the 
state may. fairly judge Its merits. If 
what Is almost dally taking place in 
some county or other continues we 
may reasonably expect that by the 
end of the present'year the saloons, 
will'be abolished In all save perhaps 
half a dozen of the most populous 
counties of the state.' ' Already more 
than oae-fourth of the counties have 
voted under the county unit law to 
abolish saloons. About as many more 
had been made "dry" by remon- 
strance, prior to. the operation of the 
county law. So that the condition In 
Indiana now is that more than half 
the counties are "dry," while many 
others are partially so. That the op- 
tion law will be invoked in all "dry" 
counties where no election has been 
held is a practical • certainty. 
The 


people of Indiana will test the law by 
Its--: merits in operation.. If it oper- 
ates contrary to expectations, if it 'is 
found to be. productive of evil greater 
than the evil it is purposed to remedy, 
the people will not he slow to con- 
demn it. 
But the law is on the 


books and there, as it should, will It 
remain until experience under Its 
operation .condemns It. If It does for 
the state what it is expected to do, 
there will be no fault found with it. 


There has been no popular call for 


the repeal of this law. The effort to 
wipe it out rested in part on a mis- 
taken belief in the minds of some 
legislators that the last platform of 
the Indiana "democrats obligated the 
party to.repeal the law and In part- 
and perhaps in. the main on the ag- 
gressive interest taken by certain ele- 
ments naturally hostile to the act. 
It is a most impressive fact that while 
the legislature has been considering 
these option repeal measures more 
than a score of counties have voted 
out saloons under operation of the 
very law that was tho object of at- 
tack. In most of these counties the 
affirmative vote was overwhelming. 
In all of them it was decisive. In 
only.one county has there been a 


Governor Marshall has vetoed a bill 


that purpoKrd to enable convicted per- 
sons in this stale to rujny immunity 
from imprisonment under proper bond 
during pendency of an appeal to high 
tribunals, 
it. has bcon denominated 


the "rioh man's bill," a very proper 
and expressive designation. 
It is 


urged in behalf uf such a measure that 
it wlil prevent the injustice of im- 
prisoning men whose conviction may 
later bo set aside by a higher court. 
A few instances are cited in support 
of this view. 
The rich malefactor 


alone would get the benefit of such a 
law. The poor convict could not avail 
himself of Its benefits because ho 
could not in many cases furnish tho 
bond. 
A convicted man 
of great 


means could and would fight to ex. 
trcme lengths and in some instances 
successfully. 
Few innocent men are 


ever convicted. Even In tho very iiv 
stances cited in support of tho bill 
vetoed by tho governor the men re- 
leased from prison by the supreme 
court were palpably guilty of the 
charges against them, but were freed 
by technicality. 


Saloonkeepers will themselves large- 


ly determine how soon and with what 
aggressiveness the "dry" campaign Is 
launched in this region. The saloon 
business as Fort Wayne knows it can 
make but a. poor pleading for Itself be- 
fore the people. Let it be recalled that 
"wide open" Marion has just given a 
"dry," majority. And. Marion looked 
as hopeless to the anti-saloon element 
as Fort Wayne does today. 


Much Interest was aroused by The 


Sentiuol's publication of the fact that 


$5 bill of the old "Bank of Fort 


Wayne" has just been unearthed and 
IK no.w in possession of Dr. J. A. Wil- 
liams, of this city, and In this con- 
nection develops that the Bank of Fort 
Wayne was established in the 50's by 
Samuel Curtis, who later became a 
major general in the Union army dur- 
ing the civil war. 


In this connection an interesting in- 


cident Is recalled by E. G. Anderson, 
whoso father then

Hedekln house, at that time the lead- 
ing hotel of Fort Wayne. Curtis came 
to Kort Wayno to establish his bank 
and brought with him a cash capital 
of $23,000 in silver coin. 
He had 


leased a room immediately north of 
the present site of the Droler drug 
store, but it. was not ready for- occu- 
panny, and with his bulky stock of 
cash on hand and no place to store it 
in safety, Curtis was in a predicament. 
He would not place It In the bank of 
a competitor, and until his own bank 
vaults were completed ho stored the 
silver coin in a room at 'the Hedekln 
house and employed men to guard II 
day and night. Mr. Anderson, then 
hut a boy and living in the Hedekln 
house, recalls that, the coin was pack- 
ed in twenty-five boxes, each contain 
ing $1,000, and every possible effon 
was made to keep secret tho fact tha 
tho coin was stored In the hotel for 
several days. 


The Curtis bank was tn existence 


but a few months, when it went into 
liquidation and quit business in For
